LONDON, Jan. 9—(iPt—A British 
cabinet session on Palestine was 
cancelled today and sources close 
to Prime Minister Attlee said de- 
cisions already taken about 
the 
Holy Land would "gradually be- 
come apparent." 


The cabinet has had internation- 
al issues, including Palestine, un- 
der review for two weeks and was 
reported to 
have 
decided that 
peace with Germany was the most 
Important problem to be faced. 
The cabinet was reported to have 
granted Gen. Sir Alan Cunning- 
ham, high commissioner for Pales- 
tine, 
wider powers to deal with 
violence but there was no Indica- 
tion of any decision on partition 
or appeal to the United 
Nation* 
for settlement. 
There was speculation In govern- 
ment circles that rumors of a 60- 
day suspension of violence by un- 
derground groups in Palestine had 
allowed Attlee and his labor gov- 
ernment colleagues to delav urgent 
decisions until after the Palestine 
conference which Is to resume here 
on Jan. 21. 
The two weeks of cabinet talks 
were reported to have ranged over 
all aspects of foreign affairs, 
in- 
cluding the atom bomb and 
dis- 
armament.

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POINSETT1A PLANTS 
CAN BE KEPT AFTER 
LEAVES ARE LOST 


•When the polnsettia plant losei 


iU leaves after being on display 
during the holidays, many of ul 
suppose that the plant Is dead and 
throw U away. The plant Is merely 
going Into Its resting period, and 
it can be preserved to bloom again 
next Christmas, says Eva Sue Mer- 
rltt,. county home demonstration 
agent. 
______ 


When the red leaves drop off, set 


the plant In a cool place and let 
the poll In the pot dry out. Water 
the plant sparingly, using barely 
enough water to keep it alive, for 
about three months. 
As soon as danger of frost, il 
over, cut the stalks to a height of 
4 to 8 Inches and repot the plant, 
shaking the soil from 
the roots 


and placing It In a pot just large 
enough to hold the roots without 
crowding them. Limbs that are 
trimmed off may b« used for new 
plants. Misd Merrltt recommends a 
soil mixture of two, parts good 
garden loam, one part leafmold 
and one part well-rotted manure. 
After repotting, set the plant In a 
•warm light place.and water it just 
enough to keep the soil moist, but 
never soggy. 
When the weather Is warm In the 


i' spring you can set the plant In the 
ground outdoors where 
It 
gets 


good sunlight •morning and aftor- 
noon and light shade at midday 
Leave the plant out 
until 
tht 


nights become cool In the fall, one 
then bring It in again. 
Always 


keep It away from drafts or ex- 
treme temperatures that will cause 
the lower leaves to drop off. Then

"Barring unpredictable disasters, 


sugar will be available to increase 
rations in the United States by on* 
5-pound consumer sugar stamp by 
April 1, 1047. It II believed that 
the sugar supply situation will war- 
rant further increases later In the 
year, but at this time it Is too ear- 
ly to specify amount*." 


A step toward a better 
sugar 


supply was taken January 1, *ays 
Miss Jones, when a ipare ftamp 
for five pounds was made good 
by the OP A, The spare stamp will 
be valid until April SO. 
Judging from reports from the 
U. 8. Department of Agriculture, 
It U likely that the second consum- 
er stamp for 1947 will b« made 
good before the spare stamp ex- 
pires, predicts Miss Jones. When 
this happens, the present ration of 
five pounds of sugar every 
four 
months will be Increased.

WITH GREEK PEOPLE, 
SAYS CORSICANA MAN 


S. N. GEORGAS, ACCOM- 
PANIED BY WIFE, RETURNS 
FROM TRIP ABROAD 


"Just tell them you're an Ameri- 
can, and you can get anything 
they have," S. N. Georgas, local 
businessman, stated on his return 
from hh native land, Greece, after 
a several months' visit. 
Georgas, 
proprietor of George's Grill 
and 
Texas Hotel, was married during 
his visit to his homeland and was 
accompanied home by his bride, 
to whom he was married Sept. 15. 
"I'm back to Corsicana o.nd Am- 
•rlca to stay," Georges said. The 
trip home was the first in many 
years and he visited his aged 
mother and other relatives. 
Like America. 
"The people (Greeks) think more 


of America than any other nation 
and don't like the English or Rus- 
sians," Georgas added, as he dis- 
cussed the political and economi- 
cal condition of that kingdom 
He said the grain, livestock and 
In many Instances the household 
effects of the people had been ta- 
ken from them by the Invading 
Germans and Italians, and they 
need assistance. 
Georgas said that America had 
done more for Greece than 
any 


of the other nations. 
, Evidences of the occupation and 
fighting is still noticeable, with 
numerous auto and truck wrecks 
Jn sight along some roads and 
railroads while bombshells are to 
be seen In various sections.
